An estimated 5,000 demon- 
strators marched through the 
streets of downtown Saturday 
evening to protest the death of 
George Floyd, an unarmed Afri- 
can-American man who died af- 
ter a Minneapolis police officer

eight minutes. 

Although the march largely 
was peaceful, protesters after- 
ward smashed windows and 
clashed with police in streets 
near Alamo Plaza. 

About 10 p.m., officers fired 
tear gas to scatter protesters 
massed at North Alamo and East 


Houston streets. Elsewhere, po- 
lice fired pepper-spray projec- 
tiles. 

Earlier, demonstrators pelted 
a police car with eggs and shat- 
tered windows at a visitor infor- 
mation center and on shops and 
offices along Houston. 

The demonstration began 
about 5 p.m. at Travis Park. Par- 
ticipants then paraded through 
downtown to demonstrate in

As more questions surface 
about the credentials of a San 
Antonio events planner who 
won a $39 million food relief 
contract from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agricul- 
ture, similar 
alarms are 
sounding about 
his partner in 
the venture, lo- 
' cal caterer Iver- 
son Brownell. 

Brownell, 
who worked as 
a chef and caterer in Utah and 
South Carolina before moving 
to Texas, said on his website 
and on LinkedIn that he “initi- 
ated (the) concept” of a restau- 
rant inside a yurt on a moun- 
taintop in Park City, Utah; that 
he “co-created” a popular tele- 
vision show on ESPN; and that 
he “was chosen by the United 
States Olympic Committee for 
the USA House to be Head 
Chef” at the 2004 Olympics in 
Athens, Greece. 

Although Brownell worked 
on each of these projects, his 
description of the roles he 
played is exaggerated, leaders 
of those ventures say. 

Brownell was hired as a chef 
in the yurt by its creators, led a 
segment on the ESPN show 
years after it was created and 
worked as a sous chef at the 
2004 Olympics.

But Nirenberg still 
is facing challenges

At the beginning of the year, 
the biggest question facing 
Mayor Ron Nirenberg was 
whether he could win a victory 
for expanded public transit at 
the November ballot box. 

Now the questions are much 
bigger: whether Nirenberg can 
bring an economy wracked by 
the coronavirus pandemic 
back to its feet, fix many of the 
city’s longstanding inequities 
and keep the disease at bay. 

A deliberative policy-maker 
in normal times, Nirenberg has 
had to adapt to the fast-paced, 
unrelenting nature of a global 
crisis. 

When the virus made its way 
to San Antonio in March, he 
and Bexar County Judge Nelson 
Wolff had to act quickly to put 
restrictions in place to slow the 
spread of the disease, even if it 
meant residents and business- 
es would suffer economically. 

Those restrictions appear to 
have worked. Of the four major 
Texas metros, Bexar County 
has the fewest number of coro- 
navirus cases and fewest
